NOVOSIBIRSK RURAL EUCTOIFICATION — Sorotskaya Sitlr', No 7&, 16 Apr k9 

The current Five -Tear Plan for rural electrification in Novosibirsk: Oblast 
provides for construction and completion of 60 h ( , »droeleotric power plants, each 
vlth a capacity of 1? - 20 kilowatts a ad mor», and for electrification of 125 
kolkhozes and 35 MTSs. Hovosibirsk Rural Rayon has pledged to provide complete 
electrification of kolkhozes by connecting them to the existing high-voltage 
power-systems of "Hovosibirekeneigo" (ifovosibirer Power) . It has been planned 
to build hydroelectric power plants in Legoetayevskiy, Maslyaninskiy, Suzunskiy, 
Togrohinekiy, Moshkovskiy, and Kyahtovskiy Rayons. Those will be large inter- 
rayon plants, with a capacity of 200-600 kilowatts ani. complex hyxlru technical 
installations . The 500-kilowatt Xliekaya GBS in Toguchii^skiy Rayon will supply 
pover to 20 kolkhozes. 

The electrification plan, however, is being carried out very slowly. Only 
20 kolkhozes, Instead of the planned 100, were provided with electricity in 19^. 
Only 10 cf the planned 25 hydroelectric plants were built. A number of plants, 
Including the Ivn'kovskaya and Borkovskaya in Maslyaninskiy Rayon and the 
Zdrinskaya in Zd vinskiy Rayon, were started, but construction work has been 
stopped. The Construction and Assembly Office of "Glavsel’elektro” (Main Admin- 
istration of Rural Ileotrif ication) fulfilled the 19W plan only 39-1 pement. 
Plans, drawn up by "Soyuzvodproiz" ^All -Union Planning of Water-Power Installa- 
tions T/ for the Vengerorsfcaya GBS and the Maalyaninskaya and Suzunafcaya plants 
ere of poor quality and need changes.

Only 50 percent of the 19^ plan for rural electrification in Prlmorskly 
Kray was completed . In 19^, electrification was not extended to any of the 
kolkhozes in Chuguyevakiy, Molotovskiy, Chkalovskiy, Eplininskiy, or Takovlovskly 
Rayons. 35ie '9^9 plan calls for electrification of 73 kolkhozes and three MTSs 
and requires for this goal the completion of 38 transformer substations and the 
installation of approximately 250 motors and 11,000 electric lights.

In 19^9, five kolkhoz GSSSe vlll "be built In Sokolovskiy Bayern. Kolkhoz 
workers have already logged more than 600 cubic meter a of timber for the con- 
struction projects. Seven GSSs will be built In Chuguyevskiy Rayon this year. 
A group of specialists from the Kray "Glaveel 'electro" (Main Admlrdatr&tlon of 
Rural Electrification) Office is organizing the construction work.
